Day held at the Bull's Head Inn aforeſaid, to conſider how far the Trade of this Country may be affected, 
by the intended Application to Parliament for a Renewal of the Eaſt India Company's Charter. 


| JOHN LEAF, Eſq; in the Chair; 
It was reſolved as follows : 


Fir. That the Monopoly of the Eaſt India Company, is a Check to the Proſperity of this SG, by 
Reſtricting the Induftry and Enterprize of its Inhabitants. 


Second. That a free Trade to thoſe Rich and populous Countries between the Cape of Good Hope and 
the Streights of Magellan, would open an extenſive Market for Britiſh Manufacturers, of almoſt every Species; 
and would aſſure to us a more abundant Supply, and conſequent Reduction in the Price of Cotton Wool, 
and other Articles neceſſary and. uſeful to our Manufactures, ſome of which we are now obliged to Draw, 
at exorbitant Prices, from Countries wherein many of our Fabricks are ſtrictly nnn and others which 
are not to be obtained elſewhere. 


Third—That a Copy of theſe Reſolves be ſigned by the Conſtables, (the Boroughreeve being abſent) and 
tranſmitted to the Members of the County ; and that they be requeſted to Preſent the ſame to the Right 
Honourable William Pitt, firſt Lord of his Majeſty's Treaſury. 


Furth That the Borou ghreeve and Conſtables be defired to lay the Anſwer of the Members before the Public,

Portu gal. 


Fifth —That a Copy of the Letter from the Members, as well as the Reſolutions of this and the preced- 
ing Meeting, be ſent by the Conſtables of Mancheſter, to all the manufacturing Towns in the County, 
and to the Mayor of Liverpool, acquainting them, that all Letters upon this Buſineſs may (as Occaſion 
ſhall require) be addreſſed to the Delegation, at Mefl. Thomas 5 Greg and Co's, Lenden, or to the Borough- 


reeve of Mancheſtcr. 


Sixib.— That the Mayor of Liverpool be requeſted to furniſh the Gentlemen of the Delegation in London, 
and alſo the Boroughreeve and Conſtables of Mancheſter, with an Account of the Freight at which the 
Liverpool Merchants might be able to convey Goods from that Port to the different Parts of India and China, 


in Ships well fitted out and properly armed, 


Sonia — That Mr. William Barrow, Mr. Benjamin Porter, Mr. Nenn and Mr. Thomas Poarg- 
man, be appointed of the Committee. 


Eighth—That the Boroughreeve and Conſtables, and the Gentlemen of the Copmittee individually, be 
deſired to ſolicit and collect Subſcriptions from the Trade at large, for the Purpoſe of defraying the Expences 
of the Delegation, and every other Expence incident to this and the preceding Meetings, as well as to the |
